The committee was in 
favor of condemning the practice of insurance 
commissions beyond the amount covering the 
charges und expenses of such property of 
commission as would have been paid in 
the tace of withdrawal with goods. The 
commission reported in favor of condemning 
the practice of profitinsuranceson manvfac- 
turingfrisks,jso subvirsive of one of the prin- 
ciples of fire underwriting, tending to 
encouraging incendiarism. The committee 
condemned the practice of the insurance of 
general profits on general bu siness. The first 
proposition was discussed at some length and 
dropped. The second proposition, relating 
to commissions, was referred to a special 
committee to be appointed by the 
Chair. The third proposition was 
amended to read that the practice ot insuring 
profits on manutacturing risks should be con- 
demned as unwise and inexpedient, and in 
this form was adopted. Theffourth proposition, 
relating to the condemnation of the practice 
of profit insurance on general bu3in ess risks, 
was adopted.

A BRIDE’S MAUSOLEUM. 


The Memorial Church Erected by a 
Pennsylvania tron King. 
Lebanon (Pa.) Cor. New York Sun. 

A new church edifice, the princely gift of a 
Pennsylvania iron king, was consecrated in 
this quiet back country borough to-day. 
There is quite a romantic chapter of love 
connected with it. The new edifice cos? a 
very large sum of money, and it is generally 
kpown that every dollar was paid by Mr. 
Robert Colemam, one of the leading members 
of the house of Cornwall.“ founded upon 
three mountains of iron ore here in Lebanon 
county, about 140 miles west of New York. 
The church is in the borough proper. Corn- 
wall. afew miles distant; is the nome of tae 
Coiemans, the richest tron famaly in the State. 
Mondoy, being the festival of St. Luke, was 
shusep for the consecration of the magniti- 
cent edifice, and it was dedicated with all 
the rites and ceremonies of the Episcopal 
Church. 

Several years ago Mr. Robert Coleman met 
a young lady of very prepossessing appear- 
auce in a tour be made of New Kayland. She 
was after daughter of a respectabie family of 
Connecticut in moderate circumstances. A 
mutual attachment followed aad not long af- 
terward thecouple were married. A short 
time the marriage, the young bride was sud- 
Genly taken ill, aud a trip on the continent 
Was arranged by her husband. It was 
thougbtthat the climate of the south of 
France, Italy or Spain would be best for her. 
All that love and boundiess wealth could give 
was furcish d with a most liberal hand. The 
husband was compelieu to remain at home by 
business engagements. It was confidently 
believed that the bride would soon be restored 
to good health, and very soon after her depar- 
ture the husband set about preparing a sur- 
prise for her. He supposed that she would 
be abroad about a year, and he determined to 
erect one of the most costly residences she 
had ever seen and have it all finished and fur- 
nished in time for her arrival home. She was 
to know nothing about it until the carriage 
should drive her to the door from the railway 
Station. Mr. Powell, a Philadelphia archi- 
tect. was instructed to prepare the plaus. 
‘The structure was to be in the Scottish bar- 
Ouiai stwle, aud Mr. Coleman cared very little 
about the cost. A fine site was chosen, broad 
and level and elevated, with a commanding 
view of along stretch of the beautiful Lebanon 
Valley. 

The Coleman estate comprises about five 
thousand acres. In one part of itis a brown 
stable, containing some thirty thoroughbred 
horses. The most valuable animais are quar- 
tered in rooms having mwrors onthe wails 
and Brussels carpet on portions of the floor. 
Five monstrous furnaces are smelting ore 
hight amd day on theestate. Three hills con- 
tain an inexhaustible supply of ore. These 
furnaces have made millionaires of a dozen 
femilies or more. Robert Coleman is the 
youngest of the iron kings of the present line 
of owners. Interested par tes and heirs are 
teattered in many climes, but Mr. Coleman 
remains in complete charge of the vast estate. 
Everything is conducted in princely style. 
Every emplove lives on the place, rent free. 
The cottuges ure models of neutness, cleanli- 
ness and convenience. A church, store, 
Sur day school, and other necessary wants are 
fully supplied. Tie great farm supplies em- 
ploves with wheat, corn, potatoes, and ver 
etables at fur below market price. Splendid 
familvy Mansions cecupy prominent pluess. 
VTally-ho coaches, drawn vy four-in-hands, 
convey the members of the Coleman family 
abd their many visitors to the neighboring 
towns and ra lway stations. Hence the new 
mansion that was to be erected by Mr. Rob- 
ert Coleman as a& surprise to his 
bride, it can readily be imag- 
ized, Was to be something exceediugiy 
grand. The foundations were massive, and 
built of granite and limestone. The under- 
ground civisions were commodious, and fin- 
ished in the most modern stvle. A hard ee- 
ment floor was laid. The frames of the large 
bay windows for the first floor weighed sev- 
eraltous apiece. The superstructure was to 
Lave been of niarble, iron, and granite. The 
interior was to be finished in berd wood. Tae 
work was proceeding splendidly, and some 
fifty men were steadily employed. Car load 
after car load of material was arriving and 
being putin place. All efforts were made to 
rapidly push on the completion of the work. 
Every detail of furniture and upholstery bad 
been deciced upon. The gardener had re- 
ceived his special instructions. In fact, ev- 
erythivg had been fully arrauged ſooking to 
the rapid completion of the mansion, when a 
telegram came oer the sea that the young 
bride was very il in Paris. Quickly followed 
anotber des patch that she was dead. Every 
tool iu the new house was dropped. The 
young husband, stricken with grief, was fora 
time not to be consuvled. He ordered the 
wolkmen on the new mansion to go to the of- 
fice und ciraw their pay, and then to remove 
their toois and other property. In a few 
days orders were givento tear down what 
had been put up; to throw in the excavations 


und plough the place over. All that remained 


of what wus to have beon a palace was or- 
dered to be obliterated. 

The construction of the beautiful church 
dedicated hae to-day ooncludes the story. 
The remains of the dead bride were em- 
balmedand brought back to America, and 
were then placed in a vauit until the con- 
struction of the church walis had been suffi- 
ciently advanced to receive them. The new 
edifice is cruciform, 96 by 75 feet. The floor 
is of Spanish tile from Valencia. The wood- 
work is of oiled osk. A massive tower 
twenty-four feet square rises 100 feet in the 
air. Thestructure is of gray stone, even to 
the Window siiis. A hydraulic engine In the 
basement supplies the air for the organ. The 
style of finish is old Eoglish, with massive 
WDanite columps. Tue leasing Episcopal 
ciergymen of the eastern section of the Stite 
weve present at the consecration, including 
M. A. De Wolf Howe, Eishop of tons diocese, 
who was consecrator; the Right Rev. Dr. 
Elliott, of Texas, the Right Rev. Dr. Hare, 
Bishop of Niobrara, I. P.; the Rev. Dr. 
Oiiver, of Nebraska, the Right Rev. B. Wis- 
tar Morris, Missionary Bishop of Oregon, and 
other distinguished clergymen from the 
Episcopal Convention in session last week in 
New York.

The new church has a 
seating capacity of about 500. It was filled 
to overflowing to-day by the leading citizens 
of this section of the State.

Remarkable Podurance of a Brace of 
Female Horse Riders. 
Louiville Special to the Chicago Times. 


Te second race of twenty miles between 
Miss Minnie Pinneo and Miss Emma Jewett 
came off this afternoon at the Louisville 
Jackey Club course, in the presence of three 
thovsand people. The track was in splendid 
condition and the sky was clear. Sixteen 
hor-es had been secured for the young ladies. 
They were separated into two lots and the 
young ladies tossed nickels for the pick, Miss 
Pinneo winning. She got three thorough- 
bredsinherlot. The ladies were dressed as 
in the previous race, in black velvet. Atthe 
start Miss Pinneo was on Alarmist, a bay filly 
belonging to Maj. Ed. Hughes, of the Turf 
Exchange. Miss Jewett rode Ben Beach’s 
Maggie Lee, algo a thoroughbred. Pinneo 
started in the lead, and at the end of the ürst 
mile was five lepgths ahead. She held her 
own for seven miles. at the end of which she 
was balf a mile ahead. Jewett’s horses were 
not near so good as Pinneo’s, and she suffer- 
ed considerably from this fact. In her 
mounts, however, she showed her superiority. 
In the next two miles she madea gallant ef- 
fort to catch up with Pinneo, and as they 
sprung into the tenth mile Jewett 
passed her competitor and beld 
the lead notil the end of the 
fifteenth mile. Pinneo there showed her grit, 
and ram ahead of Jewett, keeping to the front 
until they reached the eighteenth mile. Pin- 
neo then mounted Lockport, a thoroughbred, 
which ran like ascared deer.

From the Bangor (Me.) Whig. 


A dispatch describes a magnificent specta- 
cle to be seen ut Grand Falls. R. Conner’s 
drive of 15,000,000 feet of lumber that was 
hung up al summer above St. Leonard’s 
bas been letioose by the recent rains, and 
now completely filis the gorges below the 
falls tor a balf mile to the average depth of 
200 feet above and below the surface of the 
river—forming one of the grandest sights pos- 
sible to conceive. 

The great wedge-like mass of timber has 
formed itseifinto pyramids, decp gulches 
and every imaginable shape, while the 
water forced from its original level 
rushes through the chaos of logs 
with a subdued roar mingling with the 
noise of the cataract. Never before in the 
bistory of Grand Falls has the like been wit- 
nessed. On Friday night the jam formed at 
Lookout Point, half a mile below the catar- 
act; since then the drive has been in active 
operation, and the gorge has been steadily 
filling up by the run of logs till,at the time 
your correspondent writes, it has filled the 
M hole gorge and has reachedthe main pitch 
and is now steadily covering up the falls 
themselves. 

The din produced by thelogs as they ar- 
rive at the brink piteb, over ana encounter the 
mass beneath cau be heard fer a long dis- 
tance. Country people are flocking far and 
near to behold the sight. Tue logs are not as 
high as the suspension bridge and do not 
threaten the structure, but nothing is more 
uncertain than the movement of a jam of 
logs. The chances are that the drive will not 
move out this fall unless a great rise of water 
takes place.

The censorship, which is very rigid 
about almost every otber criticism of the Gov- 
ernment, seems here to be disarmed and to 
encourage, or at least not to discourage, any 
amount of ridicule. Certainly Russia is not 
the only country in which there are dishonest 
officials, but, if all accounts are true, our 
own” Wiliam M. Tweed was but a clumsy 
apprentice by the side of some of the descend · 
ants of Rurik. 

Then as to the severity of the Government: 
It is almost impossible for an English, French 
and even German-speaking person to read of 
the unwisdom of those in authority without a 
desire to buy a bottle of petroleuu and — 
the Nihilists. Fortunately, the English elec- 
tions came just in time to refute those pessi- 
mists who saw, or feared they saw, the whole 
world making ready for social wars by arming 
civilization against brute force, by asking for 
a paternal, or, more exactly, a sort of step- 
fatherly government for protection against 
the results of its Own injustice. What a 

aternal government is when it has everything 

ts own way may be seen by obse'va'ion of 
the present condition of Russia. Yet, with 
its illustrations before us, in the reaction from 
excessive faith in the people, there are some 
who think the millennium sure if we put ail 
the power in the hands of one man. In Rus- 
sia the position of this man is exceptionally 
favorable; the vast mass of the population is 
blindly devoted to bim and distinctly unable 
to comprehend or desire any chaage; the 
nobility is closely dependent upom him, and 
his position clearly resembies that of Zeus in 
the Greek mythology. Yet there are few pri- 
vate citizens who would care to change piaces 
with bm. 

To give a moderately full account of the 
wrongs inflicted on the people by the Govern- 
ment would be a long task. Toeir extent 
may be conjectured from the violence of the 
attack that the Nihilists are making upon so- 
ciety. If we could put ourselves for a few 
minutes in the position of these fanatics, our 
views might be changed. We should proba- 
bly perceive that action and reaction were not 
only opposite but equal, and that the bitter - 
ness of the assault that is made upon society 
on the whole only counterbalamces the wrongs 
the people have suffered. 

The whole history of Nibilism is one of the 
most interesting studies of the present times. 
Herzen and Bakunin led the revolt against 


the power of despotism, and with their hatred 


of a severe government they combined all that 
was to be learned from the socialism-of West- 
ern Europe. Bakunin was most wild in his 
statements; everything was to go by the 
board, and on the ruins, after they were re- 
duced to chaos, was to be built a new social 
system. If he could have procured a suflicfent 
quantity of dynamite, he would have brought 
civilization to the condition of a powder mill 
after an explosion. He was nota reformer, 
but a destroyer, a madman, but, as events 
bave shown, he has found many followers. 
Buchner's famous book, Kraft und Stoff,“ 
is looked upon bv the students as the expres- 
sion of all truth, and Schopennauer’s 
philosophy is most warmly admired. 
There is something child-like in this 
thorough-going belief that many educated 
Russians feel for what the rest of the world 
looks at with less slavish adherence. This 
quality is but another form ofthe same do- 
cility that the lower order of Russians show 
for their Czar, only directed to idols. Races 
that have an outlet for their energies are able 
to assimilate a vast number of theories—the 
more contradictory they are the better; they 
ure rot able to give so lasting attention to any 
one system of philosophy as to be able or 
willingto adopt it for a religion; they are 
distrected by aihousand cares, duties, and 
pleasuzes. But in Russia it was different; 
the curtain was lifted fora moment. Buch- 
ner and Schopenhauer were standing in full 
view, and the impresston was at ouce made, 
as ona prepared plate of a photographer, 
vheretbetorpor of Russian life gave no 
cbanee for blurring and confusion. More- 
ower, the hopelessness that the views of Buch- 
ner and Shopenhauerencouraged chimed in 
withthe despair of the eppressed slaves, and 
they were ready enough to applaud the men 
who, if they had tried, could not have flatter- 
ed them more dexterously than by giving to 
their gloom the sanction ofa system of phil- 
csophby. 

The Germans have already shown us some- 
thing of the same disposition to be greatly 
moved by theories in the paucity of more ac- 
tive interests, just asinour own country we 
see how a so-called practical life by its inten- 
sity diminishes the chance for interest in in- 
tellectual matters. How thoroughly the Rus- 
sion Government bas warped the minds of 
the voung by absurd restrictions is notorious, 
and it bas only itself to blame if, after, soto 
speak, digging its own grave, it happens to 
fall into it. The theories of the young Rus- 
sians may be as crude as the wild notions with 
which, say, young Collegians half appeal and 
alf weary their eldersintheir vacations, for 
every generation has to worship for a season 
the false gods in fashion in its day, but the 
only cure for such enthusiastic narrowness is 
more light, not repression. Repression has 
made Nihilism the expression of political des- 
pair. What would be a healthy effervescence 
is turned by subjectioninto a most alarming 
danger. 


A New England Wrinkle. 
From the Boston Herald. 


Almost every New nglaud village of much 
prosperity now has its Society for Promoting 
Rural Improvement, the work of which is to 
induce and direct tasteful architecture and 
gardening. Bishop Clark, of Rhode Island, 
in a Ledger article, emphasizes the value of 
these societies by deseribing Fortbridge in 
1870 and in 1880. This is Fortbridge as it 
was: 'The houses bordering the main street 
are all enclosed by rail fences, picket fences 
and dilapidated stone walls, with creaky turn 
stiles and gates half unhinged, and drunken 
posts leaning against an old stump for sup- 
port; patches of unshorn grass and weedy 
gravel, faggots of bark and wood and brush, 
fragments of ancient carts, and broken 
pioughs and disabied harrows, heaps of mor- 
tar and stones, piles of bottles, and all other 
conceiv.ble forms of rubbish dumped into the 
gutter. Thebarnsand sheds and dwell- 
ing houses are all much of the same pattern 
andthe same color, if they can be said to 
have any color at all; cold, bare, dreary, with 
no piazzas, or porches, er window-hoods, 
or apy other attempt at ornamentation.” 
This is Fortbridge as itis now: Most of the 
old houses reappear, but with broad piazzas, 
tasteful porches and bay-windows peep- 
ing out from the vines and. flowers; with al- 
tered roofs and fancy chimneys and rich col- 
oring. The ugly fences are gone, flowers 
bioom in front of all the houses, the streets 
are all reformed, the weedsand rubbish are 
seen there no more. Good, clean sidewalks 
bave been laid from one end of the village to 
the other, aud the roadwayis so fine and 
smooth that even Mr. Bonner would not hes- 
itate to drive the marvelous Rarusor any 
other of his swift-footed steeds through the 
town at any pace of which they might be cap- 
able. The barren common has been convert- 
ed into a park, the duck-ponds into romantic 
lakes, with a swan or two sailing about.“

How a Dunkirk Man Was Suffocated 
in an Oil Tank. 
From the Petroleum World. 

A strange accident, which led to the death 
of an unfortunate man, occurred on a car of 
the D., A. V. and P. Railroad yesterday. It 
very frequently happens ia the oil regions 
that men become careless in working around 
oil tanks, notwithstanding a fact of which 
they are fully conecious, that the gases arising 
from the oil, or evema tank which has con- 
tained oi), are dangerous, and it is not an 
unfrequent occurrence to record a death 
where the person bad carelessly leaned over 
thetop of an oil tank and inhaled the vapor, 
or had descended into one where the oil had 
been drawn off, with the same fatal conse- 
quences attending, or had approached too 
close with a lighted lantern, which light com- 
municated with the gas, causing an explos- 
ion. But this case is, of all others of that 
mature, probably the strangest on record. 

Charles Burns, a German of twenty-five 
years of age, has been an employe in the yard 
of the D., A. V. and P. railroad, at Dunkirk, 
N. I., for some years. He had been io the 
habit of gathering up the refuse oil that re- 
mained in the tanks on the tank-cars, and for 
that purpose he had provided himself with a 
short ladder and a can, and whenever a train 
would arrive containivg tanks where the ail 
had been drawn off, be would descend 
through the man hole’’ on top of the tank, 
and cd the leavings. What he did with this 
oil he gathered is not known, or how long he 
practiced the method, but he seems to have 
escaped without suffering any ill effects until 
yesterday, when the poor fellow was stricken 
down and died in his oil coffin. 

Soon after the departure from Dunkirk 
yesterday morning of one of the regular line 
of freights, having attached a number of these 
tank cars, Burns was missed from the Dun- 
kirk yard by the yardmaster. The emoloyes 
were interrogated about him, but no one 
could account for his disappearance, until one 
mentioned the fact that Burns might haveen- 
tered the tank to get oil, as he was accustom- 
ed to do, and ‘suffocated. 

The vardmaster at once telegraphed to 
Grand Valley to the freight conductor of the 
train which left in the morning, tellmg him 
of Burns’ absence and asking him to search 
the tanks of his train. At the stoppage at 
that station the oil tanks were searched, and 
in one of them, lying on the bottom, stone 
dead, was the unfortunate man. He had eu- 
tered the tank at Dunkirk. The tank had 
contained benzine instead of oil, as he sup- 
posed, and the fumes still remaining werd so 
powerful that he was overcome immediately 
and died without a struggle. Nobody had 
seen him enter the tank, and his dead body 
had been carried over nearly the whole lengta 
of the road before it was discovered. His 
ladder and an oil can. the latter empty, were 
beside bim in the tank. 

The body of Burns was allowed to remain 
where he had met his death until the arrival 
oftbetrain at this depot, at 8 o’clock last 
night, where it was given overto the charge 
of Coroner Strouse, who put the remains in a 
coffin, and will reshipthem back to Dunkirk 
this morning.

CHINESE GAMBLERS. 


New and Simful Games which They 
have Introduced into San Francisco. 
1 From the San Francisco Chronicle. 


That the heathen Chinese are not to be 
done out of their — pleasures by the 
raids made upon them intheir dens, was 
clearly seen by a Chronicle reporter yester- 
day. Sauntering along one of the alleys of 
Chinatown his notice was attracted by the 
unusual! amount of business being done by 
one of the fortune tellecs who locates his 
stall at a corner to attract passers-by. The 
rapidity with which each votary took his 
departure struck the reporter as something 
out of the common, as the practice with 
these professors of futuritv is to keep their 
victims in suspense before letting them 
know their fate. Approaching the stall he 
discovered what to e casual ohserver appears 
nothing but a small box containing Chinese 
writing material, but in this case the inno- 
cent- looking box had a small slide on the top. 
The slide being pushed aside showed a small 
card, inscribed with characters denoting an 
animal, a fish or a reptile, also a rude repre- 
sentation ofthe subject. Each celestial at 
the time of paying his stake, namely, a dime 
guesses the name of the object he thinks will 
appear on the face. If another object appears 
he loses his stake. Shouid he be fortunate 
enough to hit the right animal he receives a 
dollar, but, as the chances of winning are so 
much against him, the bank rarely lases. The 
reporter, having questioned the venerable 
moon-eyed astrologer,found that this species 
of gambling was conducted on a larger scale 
at an establishment ostensibly devoted to the 
sale of drugs in the heart of Chinatown, and, 
having ascertained the name of the shop, 
leisurely proceeded to make some further in- 
quiries into the modus operandi of the game. 
At first, admittance to the back room where 
the performance was carried on was refused, 
but a few words gave assurance and an entry 
was gained. Assembled in a small apact- 
ment were about thirty Chinamen. A narrow 
counter divided the manager of the game 
from the crowd, and, as the pool was about 
to open, a reporter stepped in and took a 
band. Selecting a character and handing two 
bills to the banker he received, a piece of red 


paper upon which was written tbe character 


he had chosen. Thirty-six cards, each bear- 
ing a particular designation and correspomd- 
ing to similar) characters shown upon 
a red paper about eleven inches square 
which was suspended frem the wall, 
were then deposited in an earthen pot. 
Diving into the pot,the assistant banker, who 
was blindfolded, drew a card, and the fortu - 
nate individuals whose papers bore similar 
characters were paid ten times the amount of 
the stakes against the winning numbers. The 
cards were named as follows: Four literary 
craduates, represented by a white fish, a frog, 
a goose and peacock. Seven merchants, rep- 
resented by a flying dragon, a white horse, an 
elepbant, a wild cat, a rat, and a hornet. 
Four Buddhist priests, represented by a tor- 
tobe, a fowl, a vellow eel, and a fish. 


Five beggars, represented by ashrimp, a 


snake, a caterpillar, a singing-bird and a 
shcep. Five generals represented by anearth 
dragon, white rabbit, a pig, a tiger, a water 
buffalo. Four lucky personages of the up- 
pea world, represented by a monkey. a toad. 
a kite and sea dragon. Two Tauist priests, 
represented by a white stork and a gold 
colored cat. One nun, represented by a 
ravenous wolf. 

Sbould any purchaser of a chanoe not hap- 
pen to be present when the drawing takes 
place he comes to the shop and inquires,. 
not about any gambling question, but 
says: ‘*To-day how is the great ‘Sz Ma- 
chin!” meaning one of the five generals—as 
he holds a ticket with the characters Won 
Che Ko, the earth dragon, alias Sz Machin, 
the generals, and this toa novice, who might 
be in the shop, appears to be making an in- 
quiry after some person. The Chinese cour- 
tesans are great customers, and send their 
children to purchase the tickets to avoid no- 
tice beimg taken of the game by the initiated. 
The game is called **Tsefa,’’ and is likely to 
prove a large source of revenue to the banker, 
now that fantan and other species of gamb- 
ling have been uprooted in Chinatown.

TURKISH FANATICISM. 


The Sentiment of the Stiff-Backed u 
lems in Stamboul. 
From the New York Herald. 

In considering the events that have follo 
the Por te's offer to cede Stamboul, it is to! 
remembered that two parties have hithe 
shared power between them at Constantino, 
—the moderate, or ‘‘wise’’ party, as they 
called in Turkey, represented by the Meher 
Ruchdis, Safvets, Kadris, Kherediges, 
even Abeddins, and now almost wholly iu d 
grace, and the violent party, beaded by sq 
Pacha, a' present in office. This party

Sultem's residence. Certain Sheikhs, passin 
for ultra fanatics among their own people

WOMEN’S RIGHTS. 

At Worcester, Massachusetts, the wo- 
man’s suffrage anniversary is being cele- 
brated, and a conclave ofthe believers in 
the new political gospel is being held. 
Speeches have been made by 
many people, but the one de- 
livered by Col. Higginson seems 
to have provoked the most acrid discus- 
sion. This distinguished apostle of every 
new ism which has appeared in the East in 
his time has arrived at the conclusion that 
women are not fit forthe ballot yet, as 
they have not come forward and balloted 
at the school elections in the States where 
suffrage is given them. All ofthe ladies 
disagreed with this proposition, and 
the chances seem to be quite good 
for a division of the creed into two sects— 
the one wanting the ballot at once, the 
other wanting it after a little more time 
devoted to female education. A person 
has to be a woman, and what is more, a 
woman wanting suffrage, to become fally 
en rapport with the ladies now in session 
at Worcester, but to one who is not a wo- 
man, and who thinks suffrage is tolerably 
general as it is, there is much that is inex- 
plicable and more that is impossible about 
this movement. Ninety-nine women out 
of a hundred, probably nine hundred and 
ninety-nine out of a thousand, have no 
sympathy at all for the cause. They are 
content with the place which the cus- 
tom of centuries has given them, 
and they would not change it for 
any consideration. The Woman’s Rights 
people are too general in their demand, 
for they ask for something a great many of 
the beneficiaries distinctly do not want, 
and their great thinkers may go on theoriz- 
ing for years before they will convince the 
sensible womanhood of America that their 
proper sphere is the hustings rather than 
the house. An Indianapolis lady has lately 
hit upon a happy mean on the ballot-box 
question which deserves the thoughtful 
consideration of all the other wives and 
mothers, sisters and sweethearts in the 


the polls of a close ward at the late elec- 
tion, where her brothers and husband were 
at work, and there she and her sisters la- 
bored all day for the Republican cause, 
striking down the mailed arm of treason 
with weak coffee and ham sandwiches.

Colo- 
rado is a great and growing State and the 
gentle Ute, notwithstanding his reserved 
rights and his solemn understanding with 
the Government, would do well to go West. 
We tender our advice disinterestedly. We 
have no respect for an Indian who declines 
to vote or share in the general prosperity 
of the country.
